Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

With respect to Applicant's argument that begins in the second full paragraph of page 7, the Examiner respectfully disagrees and assets 
that claim 1 was given its broadest reasonable interpretation consistent with the specification. However, although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 
26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Thus, it is noted that the features upon which Applicant relies (i.e. the presence of two separate 
signals) are not recited in the rejected claim. 

With respect to Applicant's argument that begins in the third full paragraph of page 8, the Examiner respectfully disagrees and asserts that 
the Lee reference has been considered in its entirety, although the Examiner still maintains that is it the teaching of Fig. 3 in Lee (i.e. the 
pipeline control generation circuit) that is used in combination with Applicant's DRA. Again, the Examiner reminds Applicant, as stated in 
MPEP § 2143.02, obviousness only requires a reasonable expectation of success. To this degree the Examiner asserts that feeding an 
output of Lee's pipeline control signal generation circuit into a stage of Applicant's DRA pipeline memory device would constitute a 
reasonable expectations of success. 

With respect to Applicant's argument that begins in the first paragraph of page 9, the Examiner respectfully disagrees and directs 
Applicant to the Office action dated October 6, 2006, page 13 at paragraph 26 which addresses the motivation to combine the control 
signal generation circuit of Lee with pipeline circuit of Applicant's DRA. 

With respect to Applicant's argument that begins in the third full paragraph of page 9, the Examiner respectfully disagrees and asserts that 
the Examiner has not relied on Lee for the teaching of the second pipeline stage. The Examiner relies on the second pipeline stage of 
Applicant's DRA (Fig. 1 , element 28) in combination with Lee's pipeline control signals p3 and p2. 
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
